'Washington, June 24.—After a con­ 
test lasting through the day the sen­ 
ate completed the paragraphs of the 
wool schedule relating to raw wool and 
advanced into the features relating to 
manufactured woolen goods. The day 
v as devoted largely to a discussion of 
the effect of tariff rates on the price 
of wool, and the speeches were on 
technical lines. 
At one point Mr. Hoar diverted the 
discussion by a reference to William 
J. 
Bryan’s 
opposition to the tariff. 
This brought Senators Mantle and Al­ 
len aul Stewart to the defense of Mr. 
Bryan. Mr. Teller was drawn into the 
controversy, 
and in a few 
remarks 
warned his former Republican associ­ 
ates that their hopes of prosperity from 
this bill would be blasted. 
Mr. Quay made a strong effort to 
have the house ad valorem rates on 
third class wool adopted, but he was 
defeated—IO to 41. 
The committee 
rates were then agreed to —4 cents per 
pound on third-class wool valued at 
IO cents or less per pound, and 7 cents 
per pound on third-class wool valued 
above IO cents per pound. The sched­ 
ule 
was completed up to paragraph 
364. relating to cloths, knit fabrics, etc. 
Early in the day Mr. Allen (Neb.), 
rising to a question of personal privil­ 
ege. made a sweeping denial of public 
charges that William J. Bryan l\pd 
contributed $1 500 to the Populist cause 
in order to effect fusion. 
He said Mr. 
Bryan had determined to divide the 
royalties on his book, and in doing so 
he allotted $1,500 to the Populist par­ 
ty. The draft was sent to Mr.* Allen, 
but the chairman of the Populist na­ 
tional committee (Senator Butler, N. 
C.) declined to accept it. Thereupon. 
at the suggestion of Mr. Bryan, Mr. 
Allen invested the amount to be used 
In the interest of bimetallism. 
Mr. 
Allen declared that the statement that 
any agreement existed as to fusion 
in connection with the gift was “an 
absolute and unqualified falsehood.” 
There had never been, he declared, an 
attempt to fuse the parties, either na­ 
tionally or locally. The senator closed 
• with a high tribute to Mr. Bryan and 
an arraignment cf Prof. Bateman. 
Mr. Butler stated briefly that the of­ 
fer was made to him. but he felt im­ 
pelled to decline it. 
He approved Mr. 
Bryan’s motive, but felt that the ac­ 
ceptance might be open to misconstruc­ 
tion. 
The offer had been made, he 
said, without any condition, expressed 
or implied.

It is not a protest against 
the form of the document, as had been 
supposed in some quarters, hut against 
the document itself, or, rather, against 
the transaction, as being opposed to 
Japan's interest. The specific reason 
alleged for the protest is that the con 
summation of the agreement between 
Hawaii and the United States woulc 
disturb the existing trade relations of 
the North Pacific and nullify treaty 
rights. 
The opinion was expressed in the 
committee that a document of the char­ 
acter of that filed by Japan would, if 
presented by a nation more nearly the 
equal of the United States, lead to very 
serious difficulties, hut there is a gen 
eral desire to extend unusual consider 
at ion toward the Asiatic state, not only 
because of the uniformly friendly re 
Unions existing between that country 
and this, hut also because it is felt that 
Japan's success in her war with China 
may have had the effect of arousing a

W hile she visited her savage brothers 
and sisters occasionally and bore them 
gifts she became Meant d to the life and 
thought of w hite people. But she never 
dared, on pain of assassination or poison­ 
ing, to reveal lier change cf faith or to 
show th at she really loved a w hite m a n .! 
In 1860, when gold was discovered in 
large quantities iii the K lam ath region 
and thousands of venturesome A m eri­ 
cans rushed through iii : tin. rn California 
and across the lava I * lls, the anger el 
th e Modocs was roused to fullest pitch 
by the lawlessness of the invading 
whites. In June, 1860, the Modocs lured 
14 gold miners into a narrow’ canyon, 
and there, alter unspeakable cruelties, | 
extending over two days, let the w hite 
men die. 
The new’s of the m urders by 
the Modocs got abroad a m onth later 
aud set on fire the whole w hite popula­ 
tion of northern California and southern 
Oregon. 
I 
In August a band of 75 w hites left 
Yreka, Cal., to punish the Modoc sav­ 
ages for the aet. The avengers were led 
by Benjam in W right, an old m ountain­ 
eer, who had hunted and fought Indians 
w ith K it Carson, Jim Beckwith, John 
Scott and Jim Bridger. 
A fter a long 
chase through the rough country, which 
w as not productive of gooel results, the 
chiefs were invited to me*et the whites 
and make a treaty. This they agreed to 
do, aud the w arring parties w ent into 
cam p near each other on Lost river, the 
Indians outnumbe ring the w hite men by 
three to cue. 
Early on the morning of 
th e confe rence a young Modoc squaw, i 
breathless, her clothing torn and her 
fe*et bleeding, came into the W right 
cam p and asked to see the leader. 
She 
had run and walked some nine miles 
across the rugged m ountain trail. 
Her 
errand was to warn the invaders against 
treachery. The night before she learned 
a t the council fire that her people in ­ 
tended to surround the w hite men dur­ 
ing the conference and put them to 
death. W right and his men m et cunning 
w ith cunning. They went into ambush 
near the place of conference, and when 


W i-ne-nia threw herself on the savage 
and fc< gged him to spare the life of Ii* r j 
w hite fri* lid. Others coming np, Wi-ne- 
m a ran from w arrior to w arrior, turn­ 
ing aside their weapons. At last one of 
m any bullets struck Meacham senseless, 
and the quick w’itt<*d squaw turned 
aside the weapon aimed to finish his 
life, w ith the words, “ Him dead; no 
use shoot.’* 
Sconcbin tried to scalp 
Meacham, when Wi-ne-ma grasped the 
knife. 
The enraged buck struck her a 
terrible blow, 
alm ost knocking lier 
senseless. Again tHP w it of the woman 
came into play. “ The soldiers are com­ 
ing up!” she cried, and the next mo­ 
m ent a detachm ent of troops did appear. 
Amid curses from the enraged troopers, 
a dozen weapons were leveled at the 
breast of the brave squaw. Looking the 
mounted men straight in the face, she 
cried: “ No shoot me! I tried to save 
tin rn!” Then came from the ranks the 
words of an enlisted man, “ The man 
who harm s her I ’ll k ill.” 
The same day W i-ne-ma’9 husband, 
Riddle, was riding horseback and was 
shot dead from ambush Ly a Modoc. 
The body was dragged many miles ov< r 
the trail by the frightened horse. Wht ii 
the horse stopped, the head and shoul­ 
ders of the copr se were so horribly m u­ 
tilated that the body was umeeogniza- 
ble.
